omists who composed part of the! 
“Case for Albrta” only to see it twist-' 
ed— the Aberhart regime may at last 
consent to take advice froin a compet- 
ent adviser and “expert.”

Hitler has only one basic doctrine 
and upon that he builds his structure 


| and even this one principle is in no 


sense his own original discovery. At 


the foundation of everything with 
him, is the positive and oft repeated 
assertion that the Germans are the 


superior race of mankind, Upon this 
empty, unproven assumption he’ 
shapes his program, makes his plans 
and writes his book, “All the great 
cultures of the past perished only be-! 
cause the originally created race died 
through blood poisoning.” he writes. 
“The sin against the blood und degrad- 
ation of the race are the hereditary 
sins of this world and the end of man- 
kind surrendering to them,” The result 
of any crossing he explains, is ‘the 
lowering of the standard with physical 
and mental repression, “AIL that is 
uot race in this world is trash” he 
concludes, | 

He doesn't waste a line of type im 
utlempting to prove that the Germans 
are superior to all others, or that the} 
German blood is undiluted or that al 
mirture of blood may not strengthen! 
the race, but takes all for granted and | 
passes on to the next point, Fqv him, 
the culmination of all progress, — the 
upex of all advancement, teh supreme | 
earthly achievement, apd blisstul vap- 
piness and Heaven on earth must be} 
in the complete domination of the! 
world by the German race, To achieve 
this goal Germans must fight their 
Way through to ullimate triumph. 
“Mankind has grown strong in eternal 
struggle and it will perish  througu 
vlernal peace,” 

There you have the basic idea upon 
Which the whole structure is erected 
In the march to the’ ideal Germany 
must begin by the complete overthrow 
of the French partly because rance 
stands in the way of German progress 
and partly because the French have! 
been deteriorating their inferior rac« 
by a process of “negrofying” the peo- 
ple, whatever that may mean, Then 
Germany Miust extend its areas so 
that Germans may have room in whic hI 
to live. Hitler is quite superior about 
colonies, or world trade or such com 
mon things, In so many years the Ger- 
man people will number about 200,000 | 
people and they must live in one com 
pact, community association, That 
means expansion and the other inter-) 
jor nations and races, particularly the} 
Russians, must give way. In that way | 
Germany will dominate the world and 
eternal happiness will be the result,

one theme, but he never gets tar trom 
the text He despises democracies and 
defends totalitarianism with a heaven-| 
sent Fuehrer in full and absolute con-. 
trol, but does not make it clear how) 
heaven does send such aman. He 
talks of strategy and policies Ger-' 
many should make every sacrilice to. 
secure an alliance with LBritain— of | 
education, nordic art, control of — the! 
press, direction of the masses, prosti-| 
tution and other subjects, Strange to! 
remark, he does not discuss economic 
theories or policies. He spends pages, 
reverting again and again to the 
sertion that Germans were not de-' 
feated in the field in 1918 
they should have been because of their 
blunders and stupidity - but were be-! 
trayed by traitors from behind and be- 
guiled into quitting by the Wilson 
promises from betore.
